WASHINGTON.— You'd be amazed 


at the way Papa Roosevelt keeps his 
hands on things. 


Frobably there never has been such 


a one-man administration here — not 
in the sense that Roosevelt, dominates 
Congress, as he does, but in the ac- 
tual full-time Whie House direction 
of the whole executive branch. 


The executive branch is 'a lot larger 


and a hundred times more powerful 
than It used to be, remember. But the 
cabinet members and administrators 
seem more like ambassadors — or mess- 
enger- boys, if you prefer— than they 
have in any other recent administra- 
tion* 


The telephone is F. D.'s chief weap- 


on. of control, He never gets a busy 
signal when he calls an aide, because 
there's a private wire running direct 
from the White House to the desk of 
every member of the Executive Coun- 
cil. His favorite movement is a grab 
for the telephone. 


''What's this all about?" Do this 


right away!" "I want a full report by 
tomorrow morning." That's the way 
thfr presidential conversations run, ac- 
cording to the fellows on the other 
end of the wire, who often are amaz- 
ed by the detailed nature of Roose- 
velt's questions. 


Then, there are what Roosevelt calls 


"chits" — brief penciled notes dashed 
off on a memorandum pad to subordi- 
nate officials. 


Fast stuff. The other day I saw six 


of them on a cabinet member's desk, 
all freshly received. 


"Home Town" Interest 


If you live in Washington, you can't 


help being interested in local issues. 
A White House press conference at 
which devaluation of the dollar is an- 
nounced is likely to be marked by in- 
sistence of Washington reporters on 
knowing something about an appoint- 
ment in the District of Columbia gov- 
ernment. 
' One recalls that Cal Coolidge ("Si- 
lent "Cal") once talked 20 minutes on 
the local' telephone rate, though nine- 
tenths of the correspondents there 
were only personally interested. 


The New Deal big shots'all have to 


regard themselves as citizens of Wash- 
ington. The Community Chest gets 
them, if nothing else does. 


Sometimes national 
issues merge 


with. local issues. Thus, the federal 
salary cut is popular with most of 
the country, since it cuts government 
expenses, but its proposed restoration 
has been an exciting issue here, be- 
cause it means so much to the mer- 
chants and the prosperity of this town, 
where so many U. S. workers live. 


And even the pssky starlings meta- , 


morphosed from a local issue to a na- j 
ticnal issue when they left their age- 
old downtowa quarters and lighted on 
the Capitol, there to ruin tho dignity 
of many distinguished statesmen. Oth- 
er recent hot local issues: 


CWA demobilization; jail scandals, 


including use of a "torture post" and 
charges that wealthy prisoners were 
allowed to visit their wives; protest 
against employment of D. C. employes 
who live in tho suburbs; sale of liquor 
near schools — finally restricted to spots 
no less than 400 feet away; shakcup 
in 
the 
welfare 
department, 
after 


charges of extravagant care for tran- 
sients. 


Peanuts and Chile- 


Chairman Ross Collins of the House 


Military Affairs Committee is expert 
at tossing peanuts in the air and 
catching them in his mouth. Even 
during warm debate, he doesn't miss 
a peanut. . . . Secretary Frances Per- 
kins is a devil for employment fig- 
ures and her especial darling in the 
Labor Department is the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. But during a con- 
ference she had to turn to Isidor 
Lubin, chief of BLS, and ask in a 
memory lapse, "What's the name of 
that thing of yours?" . . .

By Olive Roberts Barton 


Parents Must Replace Nature as Tutor 
When Child Reaches Sixth Birthday 


The child at six, says Olive 


Roberts Barton, Is molded into (he 
;crt of person he is to be nil his 
life. It is about this crucial per- 
iod that the noted author of "Your 
Children" writes in this article in 
htr series on Child Training. 


There is a very definite reason for 


making a lirje between the pre-school 
age of children and the school age. 
As a matter of fact I think the term 
"pre-school" unfortunate because it 
has little or nothing to do with school 
at all. 


The age of six happens to be co-in- 


cidental with the beginning of school, 
tints we have the term "pre-school" 
including the time between babyhood 
and the school age. 


Now we'll step forward a bit, and 


see what we have on our hands when 
Jimmy has had six candles on his last 
birthday cake, and gets a nsw necktie 
and a hair cut to step into the big 
building around the corner for the 
lirst time. 


Jimmy (or Jean) is not the same 


ittle chap he was two years ago. or 
even a year ago. 


He has been making 
adjustments 


unsuspected by us for a more real and 
social world. Little by little he has 
been seperating himself from his baby- 
ways and the family life about him so 
that he now stands out as an individ- 
ua. He is himself. He has "attitudes" 
toward things. He has set character- 
istics. 
He interprets events now 


through his own eyes. He is decid- 
edly an inegrai part of society. 


Molding the Child 


Whatever has happened before this 


time will have a decided effect on his 
attitude. If he has 
been 
normally 


and fairly handled, he will have few 
mental "quirks." If the reverse he 
may have many. But the chid at six, 
generally speaking, is molded into the 
sort of person he is to be all his life. 


Of course this does not mean {hat 


he will continue to be influenced and 
swayed by his experiences and sur- 
roundings. It is not so set as that. 
What is called a "bad" child can be' 
greatly influenced toward good and 
vice versa. 


But the fundamentals of character, 


of attitude toward people and greatest 
of all, mental habit in its various 
stages are hewn to a certain pattern 
and whatever work is clone now will 
have to recognize that pattern, allow 
for it and deal with it as intelligently 
as possible. 


The pre-school age was a time for 


natural growth, and if it may ,be so 
expressed, the more negafivistic or 
keep-off, directing of the parent. The 
time when natural impulses were per- 
mitted a certain freedom, and normal 
happy home life 
gave 
nature 
its 


chance to develop mental and emo- 
tional activity to the mind's satisfac- 
tion. 


Learning With Purpose 


At six and after, the directing be- 


.*omes more positive, so to spe;ik. How- 
ever, the child himself will do much. 
He wi continule to he experimental, 
impulsive, and curious, 
by 
which 


means he will continue to learn. But 
with this difference. He 
will have 


purpose. His reason is now coming to 
the t'cre. his curiosity is intensified 
and his' interest in facts and affairs 
Deepened. 


Now, 
we should take a little differ- 


ent position—walk by his side and 
•;how him the way rather than bn the 
shadowy mentors 
wo were 
before 


while Madame Nature was doing the 
real tutoring. Not that we v/ere not 
very much in evidence, hut let us not 
Icct-iv!; ourselves, as parents we were 
'•>{ far less use in those early years 
.ban we thought. We we;'-' indispen- 
sible in a thousand ways, yet very 
juiolly and determinedly Nature was 
Juing a million things we never sus- 
pected and much more than were we. 
\t last it is our turn to step in. Jini- 
rny needs cur help. Jean too.
